Now, 
what is sold hero ns brandy, or whiskey, is a 
poisonous, narcotic mixture, and therefore un- 
wholesome, because misunderstood humanity 
has tnxcd tho poor man's liquor in such n wny, 
lhat ho cannot nfibrd to buy a wholesome, or 
at least a harmless beverage. 


Wine, Iho best of all the strong beverages, 


is undoubtedly wholesome, if used with tem- 
perance. Wino ought to bo so chenp, as to 
afford tho opportunity to everybody to enjoy 
it, in a moderate quantity, as is tho case in 
Franco, southern Germany nnd Hungary; 
but it pays a duty of 40 per cent, so thnt 
good, unmixed wines are only (bo privileges 
of tho wealthy. 


That is tho very source of tho frightful 


effects of whiskey in this country. Even in- 
temperance would prove less ruinous, but for 
tho general falsifying of tho common wines 
and brandies. Prussia, by tho samo way of 
legislating ngninst and heavily taxing Iho 
manufacturers of liquor, hnd the same to ex- 
perience, and Great Britain too, whilo Franco, 
Holland, northern Germany, Hungary, etc., 
were free from it.

REMARKS.—We agree with our correspond- 


ent's views about tho adulteration of liquors, 
and tho uso of calomel and patent medicines. 
Wo aro also opposed lo the present license 
law, and would prefer no law, to this law. 
Wo go further, and say, that could wo have 
puro wine, fhssh from »ho grape, in its unfur- 
monted state, wo should be glad to use it dai- 
ly. But, our belief, in regard to the temper- 
ance of Franco and other wine-producing 
countries, founded on tho festimony of those 
who have made tbe tour of these countries, for 
tho express purpose of investigating this sub- 
ject, and also from other sources, differs wide- 
ly from that of our correspondent. We can- 
not doubt, that intemperance prevails in those 
countries,, though perhaps to a less extent 
lhan in tbe United Slate*,' andr wo attribute 
tho greater amount of intemperance here, in 
part, to the admixture of poisonous drugs with 
alcoholic drinks.

Divers pott- 
tions woro to-day, as usual, presented in the 
House in favor of the passage of the Maine 
Liquor Law, and ono remonstrance. 


A resolution was presented by Mr. Conger, 


authorizing the purchase by tho House of 6000 
copies of a statistical chart published by tho 
Wisconsin Argus, which excited considerable 
discussion, but was finally adopted by a vote 
of 33 to 27. Where is this business of sub- 
scribing for newspapers, &c., to end ?
